In a confession to police admit- 
ting that he started a February fire 
at Loyola College Prep school in 
Shreveport, La., Joseph Tuminello, 
24, said he committed the arson 
because the school had gone coed. 
“I was devastated,” he said. 

Charges were filed against 
Mineola, N.Y., plumber Joseph 
Conretta, 31, in February for an 
idea he executed in a women’s rest- 
room at Nassau Community 
College. Conretta had prepared a 
low-rise wooden box and placed it 
on the floor so that women using 
the sinks and mirrors would have 
to stand on it. Unknown to them, 
Conretta was lying inside the box, 
peering up their skirts through a 
peephole 

In July in Ogden, Utah, a 
Japanese college exchange student, 
angry that a Baskin-Robbins store 
had just shut its doors for the 
evening and would not serve him, 
suffered a laceration on his but- 
tocks when he pressed too hard on 
the window while mooning the 
store’s employees. 

Marshall Moore, assistant to the 
superintendent of the Richmond, 
Ind., schools, was demoted in 
February after admitting that he 
altered his son’s high school tran- 
script to help him become eligible 
to play sports in college. Moore 
said he was motivated to help his 
son because “I’ve spent 30 years to 
a certain extent ignoring my fami- 


ly and now (I attempted) to help 
them.” 

Lawyers for Dr. Henry Heimlich, 
inventor of the Heimlich maneu- 
ver, warned Monday that the doc- 
tor will sue anyone who performs 
his patented procedure without 
paying royalties. “The Heimlich 
maneuver is a registered trade- 
mark of my client,” attorney Steve 
Greene said. “We are prepared to 
protect Mr. Heimlich’s proprietary 
fights, even if it means filing a legsil 
injunction against any non-ro)^- 
ty-paying choking victims.” 

Matthew E. Hooker, 30, filed a 
$200 million defamation lawsuit in 
May in Los Angeles against actor 
Nicole Kidman because she (and 
many other persons and media 
outlets named in the lawsuit) refer 
to Hooker as Kidman’s “stalker” 
(even though a judge has entered a 
three-year stay-away order against 
Hooker because of numerous past 
harassments of Kidman). Hooker 
told reporters that the “stalker” 
label was likely to hurt his 2004 
presidential campaign. 

Andrew Cameron was arrested 
in August and charged with steal- 
ing Jacqueline Boanson’s debit 
card in Cheltenham, England. 
Cameron had used the card to 
place a horse-racing bet, and the 
horse won, but since he could not 
collect without a photo ID that 
matched the debit card name, the 
winnings (about $495) were auto- 
matically transferred to Boanson’s 
account. 

In June, inmate Kenneth Bianchi 
(the “Hillside Strangler” serial- 


killer in California and 
Washington in the 1970s), filed a 
lawsuit against Whatcom County, 
Wash., demanding up to $100 a 
day for the 23 years he has been 
imprisoned (for lost wages and 
emotional distress); Bianchi said 
prosecutors caused him to mis- 
judge the strength of the case 
against him at trial, and that’s why 
he pleaded guilty to the murders of 
seven women. 

Despite a warning label reading 
“Do not use indoors because of 
flammability” on its carpet adhe- 
sive, the Para-Chem company was 
ordered by a jury in Akron, Ohio, 
in July to pay $8 million to two 
professional installers who were 
severely burned in an explosion 
when they tried to use the product 
indoors. One juror told the Akron 
Beacon Journal that he and his col- 
leagues felt the warning did not go 
far enough in convincing the 
installers not to use the product 
indoors. 

To deal with the city’s mounting 
dog litter problem, officials in 
Anchorage, Alaska, proposed in 
May to help call recidcitrant dog 
owners’ attention to the problem 
by squirting a dab of peanut butter 
on each pile of dog poop in the 
parks and on sidewalks. (The idea 
is that owners would more consci- 
entiously clean up so that their 
own dogs would not be tempted to 
try to eat the peanut butter.)

Or how 
you know you are home when 
the echoes of sirens become 
lullabies that rock you to sleep. 
Then one day, the sirens do not 
stop ringing in your ears, and 
you wonder why you are not 
asleep. For if you were, this 
would be an eternal sleep. 

Her shoes were old New 
Balances that had become the 
color of the water puddles she 
ran through. Occasionally she 
wore mismatched socks and her 
hair was constantly tied back in a 
bandana. The thing about her was 
what made her ordinary, made her 
extraordinary. She was pre- 
dictable, every Sunday morning, 
same route around the same time 
we would see each other and grin 
with runners passion.

That is what it was like - the 
aftermath when you realized 
exactly the magnitude of what just 
happened in your own backyard. 
At the time I was a student at 
Fordham University, one of New 
York City’s many prestigious 
schools, feelin'g inferior and supe- 
rior when my world came crash- 
ing down. 

It started like any other day. An 
otherwise normal Tuesday morn- 
ing, busy streets and buildings 
were being rushed with workers 
that packed Manhattan to get to 
their respectftil place of employ- 
ment. Caught in an inferno of 
rage and grief, the enraging heat 
forced the collapse of one of our 
nation’s most prided landmarks. 
People were jumping and falling 
out of the buildings like rain, con- 
crete and steel made it look like 
the sky was caving in, and ash 
blanketed the streets like dirty 
snow. Long before the smoke 


cleared from New York’s once 

busy streets, the devastation was 
apparent. As a result. New York 
has been robbed of it’s trade- 
marked skyline, businesses experi- 
enced devastating loss all while 
loved ones of the victims were 
experiencing loss at a catastrophic 
and unexpected level. 

I felt this loss at its highest per-

sonal level. Not as someone who 
simply viewed it as a crime to our 
country, but a crime to humanity. 
Never even possibly imagining 
that the last time you said good- 
bye, would be a permanent one. 
Thousands of regrets would pass 
through the lips of New Yorkers, 
including my own. I experienced 
personal loss that is still too over- 
whelming to even comprehend. 
Their lives, just a few of the many 
of the best friends, lovers, wait- 
resses, athletes, professionals, stu- 
dents; either full time or part time 
were loved by someone and that 
grief continues to haunt my soul. 

Immediately, New York City shut 
down, literally. Subway service, 
roads, bridges and airports 
became closed. The fastest city in 
world has 


camera men and disorientated 

people who did not know whet? 
they were. We could not turn the 
news off because all we had to do 
was look out our windows. 

Hours and days after the attad 
were like nothing I ever experi 
enced. New York City was silent, 
and that silence was more scary 
than the images that I had seenoo 
the television in the prior days. 
My campus shut down to 
mourn losses at the university 
level and encouraged student 
volunteerism. Buses smelt like 
char, a cloud hung over the city, 
objects covered in ash, people 
didn’t leave their apartments 
and when they did they starw 
blankly at one anotba 
Everywhere you went there 
were fliers. Fliers with faces o 
people lost, people you knew, 
you saw, you thought you bew 
or wanted to know, posted by 
those that were searching. Eyes 
staring at you from walls, you | 
couldn’t escape them. New York i 
City bled September 11. and in 
response, she opened up her veins 
- literally. People lined up to give 
their blood for the faceless victims 
they would never meet. 

Huge flags flew from the small- 
est of buildings and cars were 
painted into patriotic symbols. 
The subway was rerouted, blocks 
of city streets were closed and 
tourists flocked in wanting to take 
pictures of our local massive 
gravesite. Often times my friends 
and I sent the relentless tourists 
uptown on the 6 line, for a little

laughter only New Yorkers could 
probably understand. Union 
Square near NYU and their 
dorms become a sort of glowing 
candlelit theatre in Lower 
Manhattan, Grand Central 
Station became a hub of confu- 
sion and a portal of information, 
all while missing posters were 
plastered against walls, fences, 
construction area ahd windows. 
OccasionaUy, you could hear the 
whispers of patriotic songs from 
organized groups spreading their 
support and soon you would real- 
ize the power of the American 
Spirit.

I did eventu- 
ally return to running my route in 
through Central Park South on 
Sundays. My ordinary friend 
never did return.

died. So did a remarkable nun. 
Important events to be sure, but 
life shattering? Surely nothing 
that marked our lives irreversibly. 
In 50 years, will any of us boast 
that we “lived throu^ the Clinton 
Trials?” Probably not. 

Up until September 11, 2001, 1 
was jealous because I had never 
experienced a moment in my life 
that would - for better or for 
worse - never be forgotten. There 
is a sense of unity and - dare I say, 
nationalism? - that arises from 
asking nearly anyone in the coun- 
try, “What were you doing when 
you heard about The Attacks?,” 
and know that an immediate and 
clear response will result Similar 
to Pearl Harbor and the shot from 
the grassy knoll, I am joined with 
my fellow Americans in a sense of 
shared horror. And it is this unity 
that I feel is the largest - and most 
nonquantifiable - effect of the 
attacks. 

Finally, Generation Now has its 
defining moment. Of course, 
what She chooses to do with it - 
this moment frozen in time that 
marks an instamatic change in 
everyone s life - is up to the future 
to decide.

A few observant Wesieyannes 
may have noticed a new male face 
jmong the ranks of the Wesleyan 
athletics faculty.

Yarnall describes his days of vol- 
leyball coaching as a “growing 
experience” because he has to 
“start from the ground and build 
up.” He finds the game “quick- 
paced and exciting,” but admits 
diat he’s “stiU trying to pick up the 
intricacies” of the sport. 

Nearly half of the volleyball team 
is composed of freshmen. First 
year player Jasmine Wright says of 
Yarnall, “Basically, we [the team 
and the coach] are learning 
together. We’re aU inexperienced.” 
YarnaU says he looks to senior 
Danielle White, because of her 
four years of experience, to help 
lead the team.

Free Rides On MAC! 


MACON, Ga. For a limited time, students and 
employees of Wesleyan College can ride MAC, the 
Macon transit system, for free. Coupons for two 
free rides, or one round trip, are available in the 
Macon Transit Authority (MTA) ad for MAC in 
this issue. For a free ride on MAC, riders can 
simply clip a coupon from the ad and hand it to 
the driver when boarding the bus. Any transfers 
necessary are included in the free ride. Coupons 
are valid for two weeks. 

The MAC free*ride promotion coincides with a 
new MTA visibility campaign designed to encour- 
age commuting by bus. To make information 
about service on MAC more readily available to 
students and employees, the MTA has teamed up 
with Wesleyan College to install a permanent 
transit information display on campus and to add 
schedule information at the bus stop. 

The transit information display is located in the 
mail center. It includes a map of the MTA system, 
bus schedules, and details about MAC Routes 2 
and 2B which provide service from in front of the 
college to downtown Macon and the AmStar 
Theaters, Monday through Saturday. MAC Rider 
Guides are available in the display’s “take-one” 
holders. Schedule information also will be posted 
at the bus stops in front of campus on Forsyth. 
Bus fare is 75 cents.. 

MTA operates 10 bus routes throughout the 
Macon area.

Kahlo was married to the talented, yet 
notorious, Diego Rivera and commiserated with other socialists, 
including Leon Trotsky. 

The movie Frida , starring Selma Hayek in a beautiful, award-worthy 
performance, concerns the life of this fascinating woman. The movie 
accents the surreal quality of Kahlo’s paintings, for it contains several 
wonderfully dreamlike sequences. Frida is a drama, full of the pain and 
anguish and joy and sadness of the artist’s life. It is mesmerizing and 
absolutely gorgeous; fans of the aesthetic will love it. It is directed by 
Julie Taymor, the same brilliant woman who directed Titus and won 
acclaim for her Broadway production of The Lion King . Frida does a 
wonderful job showing the stories behind many of Kahlo’s paintings. 
The movie also stars Alfi^ed Molina as Diego Rivera and Geoffrey Rush 
as Leon Trotsky. Frida is an extraordinary example of what great cin- 
ema in general can be. Frida Kahlo was an amazing woman, and this is 
an amazing movie. It is highly, highly, highly recommended.

Wesleyan Interim Director of Athletics Randy Magill has 
been making some decisive and constructive changes to the 
athletic program this year in Une with his long-term vision 
for the evolution of the athletic program into a solid focal 
point of Wesleyan College. Magill*s primary objective, with 
support from the administration, faculty, and student-ath- 
letes, is to “establish a foundation” for Wesleyan athletics. 
His vision includes creating new athletic policies, heavily 
recruiting local high school athletes, and amplifying an 
awareness of Wesleyan athletic programs in the communi- 
ty* 

Already Magill and Gavin Holton, Wesleyan*s assistant 
director of athletics and compUance coordinator, have over- 
seen changes to the official athletic policy which had never 
before been fiiUy in writing. In the past, an athlete could 
play as long as she was not on academic probation. The new 
policy states that all Wesleyan athletes must maintain a 2.0 
gpa. Dr. Phil Taylor, a member of the Athletic Policies 
Committee, explains the decision, “The administration 
approved the minimum 2.0 to reflect our focus on the ‘stu- 
dent’ in student-athlete.” Magill and Holton also estab- 
lished a grievance system for athletes who may have prob- 
lems with their coaches. 

Magill seeks to develop a quality of Wesleyan athlete that 
“aspires to a higher level of competitive spirit and continues 
to achieve academic success.” It is to this end that Magill

Basketball, a Mix of Trials and Triumph

The Pioneer basketball team is 
making positive moves this 
semester to combat a plethora of 
impediments including tough 
competition, lack of team unity, 
and loss of players. Their efforts 
are being paid off as they have 
won three of the four games they 
have played in the last two weeks.

Jessica Smith, golden heart and 
captain of the Pioneers, describes 
the ‘02-*03 team as “talented 
enough to win,” despite its cur- 
rent record of 8-14. This is 
Wesleyan’s first year in the Great 
South Athletic Conference, and 
the Pioneers currently rank fifth 
in a league of seven teams. 


William Carter, head basketball 
coach of the Pioneers feels the 
team’s shooting percentage is pri- 
marily responsible for preventing 
the team from reaching its poten- 
tial. A close game against the 
SCAD Bees on January 17 could 
have been won had the Pioneers’ 
shooting percentage been higher, 
he says. “The eight-point deficit 
was the closest we’ve come to 
beating them [SCAD] in the his- 
tory of Wesleyan basketball,” said 
Carter. He has been working to 
improve the team’s shooting {per- 
centage by incorporating more 
shooting drills into the team’s 
practices. 

Earlier in the season, the 
Pioneers encountered another 
serious setback when they lost five 
players due to various reasons. 
Five players is an entire second 
string. Smith observes. 

Another crucial area of improve- 
ment is the team’ s unity, as sever- 
al rocky relationships among 
players surfaced at the beginning 
of the season. PK Christine 
Morana describes the social 
aspect of the team as a “daily bat- 
de.” Morana says, “To give up a 
part of yourself, to be as one and 
get the team pumped, you must 
get out of your comfort zone.” 

While players refrain from going 
into the complete details of the 
problem. Smith said that, “Spirit 
is getting better.” A fresh semester 
at Wesleyan brought new faces to 
the team, improving spirit, 
affirmed Morana.

The Mathews* Challenge 

President Knox’s twinkle-toes inspire Wesleyan feat

Pirtures of President Ruth Knox 
in tap-dancing attire bedecked the 
campus when Wesleyan College’s 
Office of Advancement presented 
ffie student body with The 
Mathews' Challenge earlier this 
yw. Students had the opportuni- 


ty to earn convocation credit, 
enjoy huge quantities of free food 
and fiin, and visit with Knox near- 
ly every night for ten days during 
the campaign-and all for the sake 
of Wesleyan College. 

A total of $19,276 was raised by 
the students through the Mathews' 
Challenge. Through the generosity 


of Mr. George W. Mathews Jr., 
who sponsored the Mathews* 
Challenge, and the anonymous 
Leap of Faith donors this remark- 
able sum will have a total impact 
of $57, 828. 

The students’ participation rate 
of forty-eight percent has thus far 
exceeded even the participation of 
Wesleyan alumnae. Although the 
goal of 100 percent student partic- 
ipation was not achieved. 
President Knox said the level of 
generosity was “overwhelming,” 
and she displayed her appreciation 
in a spontaneous soft-shoe routine 
on February 1 1 in the dining hall. 
Knox thinks her tap-dancing days 
are over now. 

Natalie Evans, Wesleyan alumna 
and former SGA president, said 
she was “pleased at the thoughtful 
gifts” and amazed by the percent- 
age of student participation. 
Evans said many students pledged 
beyond what they could give at the 
moment and based their pledges 
on their expected income. 
Student organizations including 
CAB, CRC, and the International 
Club brainstormed creatively and 


raised money enthusiastically as 
well. Golden Heart and President 
of CRC Rachel Garcia said the 
clubs’ donations exemplified the 
“leadership, service and compas- 
sion” in the student body. 

Vice President of Institutional 
Advancement Susan Allen said, 
“We think our students now have 
perhaps a better understanding of 
the value of philanthropy.” Allen 
and Evans feel that the most posi- 
tive aspect of the Mathews* 
Challenge was the education of 
students regarding how the 
endowment direcdy impacts their 
lives and educational experiences. 

Last month, CAB sponsored 
Reggaelia, a Caribbean dance 
attended by more than 300 stu- 
dents, most of whom were guys 
from other ‘colleges. GK Nicola 
Watson planned the event to cater 
to the tastes of Wesleyan’s 
Jamaican population, and as an 
“afterthought,” she decided to 
charge an entrance fee and donate 
the money to the Leap of Faith. 
Students commended Watson on 
the huge success of Reggaelia, 
which raised $780, she said. 


Upcoming Leap of Faith events 
include raising funds from young 
alumnae through phone calls, 
emails, and personal letters from 
former classmates or current stu- 
dent volunteers. Next semester, 
fundraising will focus on the new 
Golden Heart class of 2007, as weU 
as the members of the graduating 
Golden Heart class who will have 
new jobs. Mathews hopes other 
donors will provide a challenge for 
Wesleyan nes each year in the 
future. 

In 2000, Wesleyan had $50 mil- 
lion in her endowment, but dur- 
ing recent economic storms, that 
amount has dwindled down to 
$32 million, which is ten times 
smaller than the endowment of 
Agnes Scott College. Wesleyan’s 
endowment would more than 
double if the desired $45 million 
Leap of Faith goal is achieved. 
Currently, a total of $6.4 million of 
the $30 million goal has been 
pledged. Wesleyan College has 
until December 2003 to raise the 
remaining $23.6 million in order 
to receive the Leap of Faith match 
of $15 million.

Jin Asian's Reflection on 
Current Modeling Trends

Flip through the pages of any 
magazine or even some newspa- 
pffs in Singapore and compare the 
number of times you see 
Caucasian models versus Asian 
models. Chances are there are 
more Caucasian or Pan-Asian 
fm {of the big, double-lidded 
eyes, aquiline nose and fair- 
sidnned variety), than pure Asian 


faces (of the small, single-lidded 
eyes, flat noses and brown or dark- 
skinned variety). 

One reason could simply be that 
most fashion magazines get their 
fashion reports from the West. 
Also, some of these magazines* 
headquarters or original places of 
publication may be in the West. 

Thus we are bombarded with 
the Western-influenced style of 
beauty- fair skin, hair dyed brown 
or even blonde (of course, some- 
times this does not work!), large 
double-lidded eyes, and aquiline 
noses. In fact, the latest beauty 
rage in Asia is skin whitening 
products, attesting to the wide- 
spread Asian desire for fair skin. 

Why this desire for fair skin, 
when most of our Western coun- 
terparts risk getting skin cancer by 
trying to fry themselves in the sun 
or by resorting to the more expen- 
sive but safer alternative of lan- 
guishing in sun-tanning beds, in 
the hope of getting a sumptuous 
golden tan? Fair skin, in Asia at 
least, signifies status. This is a left- 
over psyche from the old days 
when tanned skin meant you were 
a peasant woman who had to toil 
in the sun all day. The same 
applies to men, of course.

connotes health and youth (think 
uxom Californian girls on Ian- 
^d beaches playing volleybaU ala 
Baywatch). To some, a golden tan 
Jo connotes wealth - think Sl 
rropez, Nice, the Bahamas: poshy. 
exclusive and exorbitantly expen- 
sive resorts where every other 
woman seems to be a Girl fiom 
Ipanema. 

Albeit there Asian beauties 
(and Caucasians too), feted for 
their golden complexion, but the 
reality is, fair-skinned Asian mod- 
els outnumber all the different 
hues of tans, ranging from golden 
to dusky. 

Some people have even pro- 
fessed that fair skin is easier to 
work on, meaning you can experi- 
ment with all sorts of colours; 
whereas if the models were tanned, 
only certain colours would suit 
them. It sounds unbelievable but 
judging from the number of fair- 
skinned models versus tanned or 
dark-skinned ones, one cannot 
help but have this nagging convic- 
tion that fair skin could indeed be 
easier to work with. 

Robin Leong, a Chinese- 
American actor with the Television 
Corporation of Singapore, recently 
made a pitch for Asian models. He 
claimed that most Asian-looking 
models are usually marginalized in 
favour of Caucasian or Pan-Asian 
faces. My Caucasian husband sup- 
ports Leong’s opinion vociferously, 
extolling the grace and sensuality 
of Asian women, in ways that 
would probably make ’^anti- 


Sarong-Party-Girls (SPG) or anti- 
stereotype-Grrrl-Power-Asian- 
American- feminists, cringe or bare 
their fangs. 

Nevertheless, most Asian men 
(and women) do not share my 
husband s or Leongs viewpoints. 
Some Asian feminists dislike this 
tanned SPG stereotype. Perhaps, 
in order to avoid being branded as 
an SPG, they unconsciously emu- 
late their Western sisters by dyeing 
their hair and slathering all sorts of 
whitening products on their faces 
in order to appeal to most Asian 
men. Most Asian men usually like 
porcelain fairness similar to the 
kind of frail delicateness of Lin Dai 
Yu, the Chinese heroine of the clas- 
sic Dream of the Red Mattsion. 
Thus, Asian women have not 
much choice but to adhere to the 
Fair is Beautiful motto. 

When I state “Asian men,” it 
might sound as if I am only speak- 
ing of Chinese men (Lin Dai Yu, 
notwithstanding), so, what about 
the Malays and Indians, the Thais, 
Filipinos, Indonesians, Burmese, 
Vietnamese and Cambodians, the 
Koreans and Japanese? 
Unfortunately, it is unanimous: 
for most Asian men, their idea of 
beauty still follows the Western 
notion of beauty very closely. This 
could account for the popularity of 
beer advertisements featuring 
buxom, fair skin, golden hair 
Caucasian women (for example: 
the Carlsberg Beer ad). Even the 
Asian female models featured in 
the ABC Stout ads, are fair skinned 
and buxom, resembling their 
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Caucasian counterparts in many 
ways. By the way, the models in the 
ABC Stout ad are probably Pan- 
Asians, with varying degrees of 
Caucasian genes. Asides, have 
you ever seen a beer commercial 
featuring a black (of Africanoid 
stock) model in this region? 
Chances are, the beer wouldn't sell 
very well. 

So, do we educate Asian men 
about tan or dark beauties? Is 
there anything we can do to 
change these centuries old notions 
of beauty? It may sound cliche, but 
beauty is only skin-deep most of 
the time. The colour of your skin 
is not supposed to matter; it is 
what is beneath your skin that 
counts. Or is it? In our image- 
driven society, people tend to 
judge each other from the package. 
Ultimately, the key is being com- 
fortable and confident about how 
we look, irrespective of whatever 
the latest idea of beauty is.

in magazines. They make more 
money doing simple modeling 
jobs with catalogues, which pay 
about $125 an hour. However, 
Sikora spends about eighty per- 
cent of her time just looking for a 
job and only twenty percent actu- 
aUy working. When calculated 
out, she makes less than mini- 
mum wage. Sikora says she 
worked very hard through volun- 
teering, academics, and pageants 
to get enough scholarships to 
cover her tuition bills at Wesleyan. 

A typical day on the job is quite 
frantic. Sikora sums it up: “Ya 
hurry up, then wait.” For a typi- 
cal runway show, twenty to thirty 
models, their entourage of 
dressers (the people who dress 
them), and their wardrobe (about 
ten outfits per model) are 
crammed into a very small room. 
Getting dressed is the frenzied 
part of the job. Several people 
help the model put on various 
articles of clothing all at once 
amidst screams of, “Numbers six- 
teen and seventeen. We need you 
on. Now! Go, go, go!” The model 
dashes towards the stage area, put- 
ting her jewelry on, waits a few 
minutes backstage, and then goes 
out on the runway, acting, as

Sikora puts it, “As if you didn’t just 
throw your earrings on.” As soon 
as she’s off-stage, the model 
scrambles to the dressing room to 
begin the process again. 

Models learn quickly to get over 
any modesty they might have. 
Sikora vividly remembers a time 
early in her career when she had to 
stand in her underwear with all 
the other models as they were 
lined up in order of height and 
hair color and handed an outfit. 
Then several girls were told to 
switch outfits with each other in 
front of everyone. This marked 


the end of modesty for Sikora, and 
the beginning of “a whole differ- 
ent world,” she recalls. 

A model’s hips must stay small- 
er than thirty-six inches; there- 
fore, Sikora works out at a gym 
four to five times a week and 
maintains a rigid diet consisting 
primarily of fish, oatmeal, brown 
rice, fruits, vegetables, and -believe 
it or not-Jell-O! “I would be a 
professional desert taster,” asserts 
Sikora, “if I weren’t a model.” 

When Sikora began modeling at 
age ten, she made a list of goals to 
achieve, and she continues to 
reach for higher and higher goals 
as she works down her list. Until 
recently, Sikora’s goal for the run- 
way was to do a show in New York; 
however, she accomplished this 
goal in September and currently is 
brainstorming a new one. Sikora’s 
goal for print modeling is to be in 
Vogue magazine. Her previous 
goal of being on the cover of a 
magazine was accomplished when 
she apf)eared on the cover of Ars , 
a magazine produced in Milan, 
Italy where she modeled last sum- 
mer. 

Currently, Sikora is involved in a 
campaign to get herself nominat- 
ed for Cosmopolitan's Cover

Model Search which would grant 
her a “break into the industry.” 
Sikora is one of twenty- five final- 
ists out of 5000 applicants. The 
winner is elected by the public 
and, besides getting the cover of 
Cosmopolitan, also receives an 
enormous amount of make-up 
and clothing, two trips to New 
York, and a Dodge Stratus Coupe. 
Sikora encourages all to go to

Sikora’s personal goal is to 
remain “morally strong.” “This 
business [modeling] can get the 
better of you,” she explains; there- 
fore, as a participant in the True 
Love Waits movement, she has 
vowed to remain abstinent until 
marriage and refuses to do nude 
photography. Neither does she 
smoke or drink. Sikora’s future 
plans include opening her own 
modeling agency in Atlanta after 
she graduates. 

Sikora chaUenges all she speaks 
to with this statement: “Dream- 
big dreams, not small ones. A lit- 
tle hard work is the key to achiev- 
ing your goals.”

Mrs. Taylor has been working in the Wesleyan

The room is dim and dusty. The smell of rosin 
and a few rays of sunlight envelop the Wesleyan 
College dance studio on a wet Friday afternoon 
while two girls sit and chat in front of the old 
mirrors that are still on wheels.
